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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences betw/een the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-8 and 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Nakai et al US 
2002/0102404. 

4. This patent shows compositions based on the claimed/elected polymers, see 
[0087]+ and [0095]. The claimed filler having the surface area is disclosed at [0031]. 
The fatty acids read on the claimed coating agents. As such all limitations are 
anticipated. 

5. In the event that one would not immediately envisage the claimed limitations, the 
claims are obvious given that each of the ingredients is shown and suggested to be 
used in combination.
